In the conventions 
of 1880, 1884 and 1888 of his party he 
was a candidate for President, either 
active or passive, and of necessity did 
not attend the convention.

tion of his life, and is now outspoken 
for McKinley, is made for a purpose. 
The Senator has been asked by friends 
of McKinley to become one of the del- 
egates-at-large at next year's conven- 
tion, and will, in all probability, be 
requested to present the name of Ohlo’s 
favorite son. The information comes 
from a friend of Gov. McKinley.

VICKSBURG PARE. 


A Notable Organization Formed by 
the Blue and Gray. 
ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 

VICKSBURG (Miss.,) Oct. 25.—One 


of the results of the great gathering 


here, incidental to the waterways con- 
vention, has been the organizati@ of 
the Vicksburg Military Park Associa- 
tion, whose charter is now in course of 
preparation, and whose incorporators 
are such men as Gen. Lee, Gen. R. A. 
Alger, Gen. J. B. Gordon, ex.Gov- 
Hoard of Wisconsin, Col. Fred D. Grant 
and many others of equal prominence. 
The object of the organization is to fos- 
ter the foundation of a national mili- 
tary park here similar to that at Gettys- 
burg and Chickamauga, which will 
belt the city on three sides, and be, as 
one of the promoters expressed it, a 
monument to American manhood. 

The officers of the association are: 
Gen. Stephen D. Lee of Mississippi, 
president; Maj. C. L. Davidson of Iowa, 
vice-president; Capt. W. T. Wrigby of 
Iowa, secretary; Col. C. C. Flower of 
Vicksburg, treasurer. The project is 
not a new one, but has won sudden fa- 
vor, and the West is said to be in its 
favor. The incorporators are almost 
equally drawn from the ranks of both 
armies. The enterprise was indorsed by 


the recent reunion of the G.A.R. at 
Louisville. 


The Rawhide Mine. 


SAN FRANCISCO, October 25. The 
Rawhide mine, located near Sonora, 
Tuolumne county, was reincorporated 
today as the Rawhide Mining Company 
of West Virginia, This has been done 
preparatory to listing the sharés of the 
new company on the Boston exchange, 
which will be done immediately. The 
total yield of the Rawhide mine last 
month is said to be $84,000, with a net 
profit of $60,000. The capital stock of the 
new corporation, which will be the first 
California dividend-paying gold mine of 
importance to appear on the American 
market, aggregates 100,000 shares of the 
par value of $50 each. 


VAN BOKKELEN YIELDS. 


THE EMBEZZLER PLEADS GUILTY 
AT THE LAST HOUR. 


He Is Given an Indeterminate Sen- 
Yence and Goes to Jolict at 
Once--Hopes to be Released in 
Two or Three Years’ Time. 


(BY TELEGRAPH TO THE TIMES.) 


CHICAGO, Oct. 25.—(Special Dis- 
patch.) On the plea of guilty Ross C. 
Van Bokkelen, the embezzling teller of 
the Merchants’ Loan and Trust Com- 
pany, was given an indeterminate sen- 
tence in the Criminal Court today. The 
defendant did not conclude to plead 
guilty to the charge until just before 
entering court, when it is said he 
yielded to advice of friends and 
threw on the mercy of the 
court. The eonvicted man will be 
taken to Joliet at once. 

None of Van Bokkelen’s attorneys 
were in court. State’s Attorney Kern 
appeared about the time the man was 
brought into court. A plea of guilty 
had been agreed upon and there was 
no scene or incident connected with it 
out of the ordinary. Van Bokkelen's 
termin the penitentiary cannot be less 
than one year nor more than ten years. 
The actual tenure of the term he will 
serve depends now on the prison par- 
doning or parole It is the be- 
lief of Van Bokkelen and his friends 
that the embezzling ex-bank teller will 
not serve more two or three 
years. 
Van Bokkelen expressed himself as 
glad that the matter was settled and 
that he was about to begin serving 


his sentence. Some of his friends in- 


sisted he get bail and stand trial. He 
wavered for a while and an effort to 
secure $40,000 bail for him was made. 
The bond was not forthcoming as 
promptly as Van Bokkelen and his 
friends had hoped, and he decided to 
plead guilty. 
“I have hardly been treated fair by 
the press,“ said Van Bokkelen after 
iving sentence, but I believe I was 
blamed by the boys for the action of 
one over whom I had no control. I do 
not care to discuss the amount I have 
refunded. It is enough to say that I 
have not been visited by any of the 
officials of the bank since I have been 
here. When I am discharged, I hope 
to return to Chicago. Of course, it 
will be unpleasant to meet former 
friends with the brand of an ex-con- 
vict, but I will do it. It is my purpose 
to show the public I am not wholly 
bad, an ere is yet some good in 
me.“ 


FIN DE SIECLE. 


Suggestion that a Great Exposition 
be Held at Washington. 
MEGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 25.—The suz- 

gestion that a great exposition mark- 
ing the close of the present century be 
held in Washington in the summer of 
1900 is meeting with much favor at 
the capital. Besides commemorating 
the close of a century, such an expo- 
sition would mark the centennial anni- 
versary of the founding of the seat of 
government in the District of Colum- 
bia. 

In June, 1800, the public offices were 
transferred to Washington and opened 
on the 15th of that month. On. No- 
vember 22, 1800, President John Adams, 
in nis speech at the opening of Con- 
gress, said: “I congratulate the peopie 
of the United States on the assem- 

ress at the 
seat of their government, and I con- 
gratulate you, gentlemen, on the pros- 
pect of a residence not to be changed. 

You will consider it as the capital of 
a great nation advancing with unex- 
ampled rapidity in art, in commerce, 
in wealth and in population and pos- 
sessing within itself resources, which, 
if not thrown away or lamentably mis- 
directed, will secure to it a long course 
of prosperity and self-government.”’ 

The House of Representatives, in an- 
swer to the above, said: The final 
establishment of the seat of the na- 
tional government which has now 
taken place, is an event of no small 
importance, in the political transac- 
tions of the country. A consideration 
of these powers, which hdve been 
vested in Congress over the District of 
Columbia, will not escape our atten- 
tion, nor will we forget that in exer- 
cising these powers regard must be had 
to those events which will necessarily 
attend the capital of America.“ 

A citizen of Washington suggests to 
the Board of Trade that it would be 
most fitting, as this is the capital city, 
each State composing the Union, 
should have a permanent exhibition ic- 
cated here, showing its several re- 
sources as to commerce; manufactu:- 
ing, transportation, mining, agricul- 
ture, etc. Added to the national gov- 
ernment exhibit and the State exhibits 
there should be exhibits of the nations 
th America.

It is said that an understanding was 
reached, and that Secretary Olney will 
be allowed to carry out his policies, but 
that while no present position will be 
receded from, no further steps will be 
taken, unless forced, as is not expected. 

A VIGOROUS NOTE. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 25.—A special to 
the Herald from Washington says that 
additional particulars have just been 
ascertained concerning the contents of 
Secretary Olney’s note to Great Britain 
on the Venezuelan matter. It is a com- 
munication of about eight thousand 
words, and contains a full review of 
the efforts which the United States has 
repeatedly made to secure a settlement 
of the long-standing dispute between 
Great Britain and Venezuela. It de- 
scribes the history of the Monroe doc- 
trine, the boundary dispute in Guana, 
and then declares the principle, which 
is the vital part of the note, and the 
great principle for which the United 
States is now contending, namely, that 
no European power shall enlarge its 
territorial dominion on the American 
continent by means of force. 

From this basis, Secretary Olney pro- 
ceeds to declare that arbitration is ob- 
viously the only just method by which 
Great Britain can hope to reach a set- 
tlement of her dispute with Venezuela. 
Such arbitration, he says, the United 
States is now, as formerty, willing to 
promote and facilitate. But he is as em- 
phatic as the law permits in the declar- 
ation that an attempt to reach a set- 
tlement of the difficulty by force would 
be regarded as an act unfriendly to the 
United States. 

Secretary Olney is careful to point out 
in this note that the United States has 
no opinion to offer concerning the mer- 
its of Great Britain’s dispute with Vene- 
zuela. So far as the United States 
knows, either party to the contention 
may be in the right. But he reviews 
the history of the territorial misunder- 
standing between Venezuela on the one 
side and Great Britain an the other, to 
show most conclusively that doubts do 
exist as to the rights of either disput- 
ant; that Great Britain has at various 
times herself admitted the existence of 
this doubt, arising through a series of 
complications, imperfect descriptions 
and indefinite treaties. He establishes, 
as it appears, beyond contravention, 
that the dispute is of that character 
where no absolute right nor clearness 
of title exists with either party, and 
that the quarrel is essentially one of 
those misunderstandings between pa- 
tions which, by innumerable interna- 
tional precedents, are properly to be ad- 
justed by means or arbitration. 

Having thus effectually estopped any 

possible play that the territory in ques- 
tion is indisputably British soil, and, 
therefore, coming within the rule that 
no American can submit to arbitration 
its title to its own territory, Secretary 
Olney again declares that through the 
Monroe doctrine the United States has 
a right to a voice in the settlement of 
this matter, and that his voice is raised 
to urge that the dispute be settled by 
arbitration. The Secretary takes the 
ground that arbitration may confirm 
Great Britain’s jurisdiction over all the 
disputed territory. If this should be the 
finding of a tribunal, the United States 
would henceforth respect that decision. 
But he shows that until Great Britain's 
title shall have been passed upon by 
such a tribunal, the United States is 
and will continue to be a party to the 
question. 
Ten or eleven weeks have now elapsed 
since this important communication 
was placed in the hands of the British 
government, and no other response has 
been received than a formal acknowl- 
edgment. The officials would very much 
like to have a reply before Congress 
convenes, but they are by no means 
sanguine that their wishes will be 
complied with. In any case, the prob- 
abilities are that the President will of- 
ficially make known the contents of Sec- 
retary Olney’s note in his annual mes- 
sage. 


JOEY CHAMBERLAIN KNOCKED 


OUT 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 25.—The State 
Department is in possession of the full 
text of the dispatches sent by Joseph 
Chamberlain, Secretary of State for the 
Colonies in the British Cabinet, to Sir 
Charles Lees, Governor of British 
Guiana, concerning the strengthening 
of the frontier, the increase of police 
and the purchase of Maxim guns in the 
British Guiana territory. The govern- 
ment has been furnished also with the 
detailed action of the High Counoil of 
British Guiana upon the recommenda- 
ions of Minister Chamberlain. These 
proceedings give the full resolutions 
offered by the Governor-General for the 
purchase of a Maxim gun and am- 
munition, uniforms and accouterments. 
They also make the surprising disclos- 
ure that the High Council of British Gui- 
ana, after its members had severely ar- 
raigned Minister Chamberlain for his 
precipitate action in recommending 
Maxim guns, defeated the resolution fo- 
their purchase by a vote of 10 to 8. 
thus rejecting the policy laid down by 
the British Cabinet. 

The State Department was put in 
possession of this information last 
Wednesday in an official communica- 
tion to a high member of the ‘diplo- 
matic corps, who regarded the subject 
as of such tmportance that Secretary 
Olney should be in of the 
facts.

The ern- 
ment secretary also announ there 
was an important telegram referring 
to the purchase of Maxim guns, which 
would not be read until the council 
went into secret session. Chamber- 
lain’s letter referring to the arming of 
the frontier and the building of a min- 
tary road is as follows: 

“Seventh September, 1895.—I have the 
honor to inform you that my atten- 
tion has been directed to the serious 
position in which the colony of Brit- 
— Guiana finds itself at the present 

me. 

After reciting the depressed condition 
of the gold region, Chamberlain con- 
tinues: 

In its gold, British Guiana appears 
to possess a considerable source of 
wealth from which it may be expected 
that an increasing revenue can be 
drawn, if measures are taken to open 
up the country and to render the gold- 
bearing region more accessible to min- 
ers than it has hitherto been. To this 
end one of the first and most important 
questions is the construction of the pro- 
posed road for connecting the upper 
reaches of the Barina and Barana riv- 
ers, thence to be carried to the Cuyunt 
at the mouth of the Acarabisci Creek, 
and onward, if necessary, to the junc- 
tion of the Uruan and Cuyuni rivers. 

“The road, as I have said, is neces- 
sary for the development of the north- 
western district, which, so far, is the 
district promising the best results as a 
gold field. But it is also of importance 
from an administrative and miliitary 
point of view, as it will materiaily 
shorten the distance to the interior of 
British Guiana. and will at the same 
time put it in the power of the govern- 
ment to keep more closely in touch with 
the frontier, and to repel any attempted 
aggression on the part of Venezuela. 


“The road will not, I understand, in- | 


volve a large expenditure, and I cen- 
sider that no more time should be lost 
in undertaking its construction. I sc- 
cordingly telegraphed you on the 24 
inst., requesting you to bring the matter 
before the High Council, and to obtain 
its sanction to the road being 

with immediately.” 


Chamberlain then requests iInfoma- 
tion as to whether capitalists can be 
found who will take a concession for 
the gold field, covering the same terri- 
tory as Venezuela conceded ts the 
United States syndicate. He adds that 
inquiries are now being made in Lon- 
don as to the possibility of Inducing 
capitalists there to take the concession 
from Great Britain. His letter proceeds: 

“In view of a possible early and rapid 
expansion of the gold industry, it will 

necessary to provide adequately for 
the safety and protection of the district 
so that order may be maintained, and 
the borders of the colony secured 
against incursion. The existing police 
force will need to be strengthened for 
this purpose, and to what extent that 
may be necessary, I shall be «lad to 
learn your opinion after a full consider- 
ation of the subject. It will probably 
become necessary to erect barracks at 
Uruan, and at one or two other potnts, 
if the force on the border is materially 
increased. 


“IT have requested that you will give 
your immediate attention to the various 
points mentioned in this dispatch, ard, 
indeed, to the whole subject in all its 
bearings, and that you will furnish me 
a full statement of your views by the 
earliest opportunity. 4

(Signed) “JOSEPH CHAMBERLAIN. 
“To Gov. Sir Charles Lees, K.C.M.G., 

Governor-General of British Gulana.” 

After the reading of the foregoing 
letter, the government secretary offered 
the following resolution: . 

“Be it resolved, that this court sanc- 
tions the following expenditure being 
charged against the revenue for the 
current year: Purchases of one Maxim 
gun and ammunition, $1680; two addi- 
tional sub-inspectors of police, 3720; 
uniforms, arms and accourterments, 
$435; total, 32835.“ 

The government secretary offered a 
second resolution. appropriating $4000 
for a barracks at Uruan, the point 
where the recent trouble in Venezuela 
occurred. 

In a speech supporting the resolutions 
the government said, with regard to 
the purchase of the Maxim. gun, that 
it was the direct wish of the Secretary 
of State, Mr. Chamberlain. The gov- 
ernment had already voted a certain 
sum for the purchase of guns. Those 
guns, two in number, would be mounted 
on field-carriages and he thought 
he would be justified in saying 
that this one would not be placed on 
a field-carriage, but would be sent di- 
rect to the frontier. There was Already 
an armed force which it was designed 
to improve. The men there had wea- 
pons of defense and offense but they 
would now have a weapon of a different 
sort. 

The government secretary said he re- 
garded Chamberlain's dispatch as the 
most important communication the col- 
only of British Guinana had received 
in recent years. The dispatch, he said. 
showed that those who were advisi

British Guiana were not asleep to its 
interests and that they would not be de- 
sirous of letting things remain as :hey 
were.

DURRANT'S DEFENSE. 


GEN. DICKINSON HOLDS TO 
ROLLCALL. 


He Treats Mrs. Leak and Mrs. Cross- 
ett Gently and Lets the 
Police Alone. 


No Motive for the Crime and No 
Flaw in the Character of the 
Defendant. 


Ernest Blond Tackles a Bloomer 
Girl and Gets a Thrashing—Young 

Hanged at San Quentin— 
Davis May Go Free. 


(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 25.—Gen, 
Dickinson made the opening argument 
for the defense in the trial of Theo- 
dore Durrant today. Althöugh the air 
in the crowded courtroom was stiffling, 
he spoke from morning until night, 
and then announced that he would not 
conclude his address until the court 
should meet next Tuesday. Dickinson's 
speech was in the measure of a sur- 
prise, from the fact that he did not at- 
tack the integrity of the prosecution's 
witnesses, or denounce the methods of 
the police, as Attorney Deuprey inti- 
mated would be done in his opening 
address to the jury. Nevertheless, it 
is generally conceded that he made the 
most of what is considered a weak case. 
He based his whole defense on the re- 
liability of the roll-call, which shows 
that Durrant attended Dr. Cheney's lec- 
ture on the afternoon of April 3, and 
challenged the prosecution to prove 
that the call was incorrect. 
Mrs. Leak and Mrs. Crosset, the two 
elderly witnesses who testified that 
they saw Durrant and Miss Lamont 
near the church, were treated gently. 
Dickinson said that while he believed 
the witnesses told what they believed 
to be the truth, he was convinced that 
their minds had been worked upon by 
reading so much about the case. In 
support of this theory, he cited the 
fact that neither witness told what she 
said she knew about the. case until 
three or four months after the crime 
took place. The testimon of Mrs. 
Vogel and the three schoolgiris who 
swore they saw Durrant and Miss La- 
mont board a Powell-street car in 
front of the Normal School, was dis- 
posed of in the same manner. Youth 
and old age, he said, were the two. per- 
iods in life when people were the most 
positive in their statements, and the 
most likely to be mistaken. —~ 
Touching upon the contention of the 
prosecution that Durrant’s motive for 
the crime was the same unbridled pas- 
sion that impelled “Jack, the Ripper“ 
to commit . Whitechapel murders in 
London, Dickinson challenged the pros- 
ecution to show anything in the testi- 
mony submitted which tended to show 
that Durrant was not a moral man. 
With regard to the story told by Dur- 
rant on the stand to the effect that a 
stranger tapped him on the shoulder 
and gave Hm a clew to the whereabouts 
of Miss Lamont, Gen. Dickinson said 
the number of anonymous letters re- 
ceived from cranks by the attorneys 
for the defenge made it probable that 
someone might have given Durrant 
such a clew. 
In beginning his argument, Gen. 
Dickinson wasted no words in getting 
to the pith of his subject. He spoke 
in a calm, convincing manner, without 
attempt at oratorical effect. and dwelt 
on the facts as he saw them, 
“Let us begin with the morning of 

“The de- 

fendant, then in the prime of his man- 
hood, bore an honorable and upright 
name, which still stands unsuilied. My 
learned young friend of the prosecution 
made some remarks in his opening ad- 
dress to you in which he made some 
references to the lust, the passion and 
Sensualness of the defen t. And I 
would call your attention to the fact 
that not an iota of evidence has been 
produced to support his remarks. 1 
speak advisedly. I believe that there is 
no testimony and that it is important 
there should be borne in mind that 
there is usually a motive where there 
is a crime. And now at the outset I 
submit that there is nothing to show 
a motive for the committal of this 
crime. Nothing in this mass of testi- 
mony for which a motive can be de- 
duced for the commission of this crime. 

We have him, then, on the morning 
of Apri, 3, young, studious and with a 
good character. The young lady who 
lost her life I believe was of good 
character. There was no intimacy be- 
tween these two parties. They met 
but seldom. She was not of a retiring 
disposition.

They boarded the car together. I be- 
lieve the girl to have been pure and 
virtuous. She was well-acquainted 
with the defendant. She had known 
him for four or five months. Had he 
been an improper companion for her 
she would have known it. Her “aunt 
and the young ladies of the church 
would have known it and their mothers 
and fathers would certainly have 
known it. 

“I judge from the remarks made yes- 
terday that the prosecution attaches a 
great amount of importance to the fact 
that they discovered that the young 
girl and thois defendant boarded a Mis- 
sion-street car together. That they 
learned form the defendant himself. 
Did not Mr. Durrant tell Mrs. Noble that 
he rode to school with Blanche? Did 
ne not tell it to the reporters? He 
never appeared before in this case. His 
testimony was unnecessary, as the de- 
fendant told of having ridden to school 
with Blanche Lamont on the morning of 
April 3. Mr. Sholmont would insinuate 
that there was something improper 
about Durrant’s conduct on the car 
that morning. If such had been 
case, this young lady was warned, and 
she would not have met him in the aft- 
ernoon. 

“Innocence among girls is easily 
frightened. It takes care of itself, and 
if this young lady had been insulted or 


had been improperly conversed with hy 


this defendant in the morning she would 
not have seen him in the afternoon. 
Her innocence would have told her, ‘No, 
no; I will not go. I am afraid,’ and she 
would not have been there. 

“Now, how natural the conduct of 
the defendant was on April 3. He met 
Mrs. Noble at the church, told her of 
having ridden to school with Blanche 
Lamont, and informed her of having 
spoken with the girl about a book, ‘The 
Newcomes,’ which he promised to bring 
tothe house. The information was con- 
veyed to Mrs. Noble; Again, on the next 
Friday, the defendant called at the 
house; he took the book there. Pains 
were taken not to tell him of Blanche's 
disappearance. Now it seems to ‘me

And I base that upon his own 
testimony, which is simply and fully 
corroborated by Dr. Cheney and Dr. 
Gray and every other student in that

Dickinson then read from the testi 
mony of Dr. Cheney showing that he 
believed the roll-call to be correct. 

‘This is undoubtedly the pivotal 
point in this case,” he continued, “If 
this woll-call be correct, the prosecution 
fails in every other respect, so far as 
the guilt of the defendant is concerned. 
Now are you satisfied beyond a rea- 
sonable doubt that it is incorrect? Can 
you, in the face of such positive testi- 
mony as has been given on that sub- 
ject, say that it is incorrect? 

Now, gentlemen, much has been said 
about notes taken at this lecture. I 
have here the notebook of the defend- 
ant, which is properly marked as an 
exhibit. In this book in regular order 
appear notes which he says were taken 
at Dr. Cheney’s lecture, with the ex- 
ception of two rules we see marked 
here with a circle. It appears from tes- 
timony that is unimpeached that these 
notes were turned over to me on the 
17th of April. It also appears that they 
are in the same condition now that 
they were at that time. This is im- 
portant, taken in connection with the 
conversation with Dr. Graham, who 
says that on April 30 Durrant told him 
that he had no notes. I have paralleled, 
in the short time I have had to prepare, 
the notes of Dr. Glaser and those of 
this defendant, and submit that a com- 
parison will show that one is not a 
copy of the other.” 

Gen. Dickinson then read Dr. Glas- 
ers notes and those of the defendant 
and pointed out the differences in lan- 
guage and observations. 

“In regard to Dr. Graham, I will say 
he is mistaken. It took him until Octo- 
ber 5 to recollect that the defendant 
asked him to bring him his notes. Now, 
I submit that such a thing is impos- 
sible, for at the time Dr. Graham 
claims Durrant asked him for his 
notes, the defendant’s notes were in 
the possession of his attorneys. They 
had been since the 17th of the month, 
three days before the time it is said he 
asked Dr. Graham for his notes, say- 
ing that if he had them he could es- 
tablish an alibi. This is the testimony 
and you are asked to believe he acted 
so foolishly as to make such a request 
from Graham. I assert that Graham 
is mistaken. I submit that the defend- 
ant never said any such thing, for he 
could not possibly have had reason for 
such a remark. He knew that his at- 
torneys had his notes. Then what use 
— he have of the notes of Dr. Gra- 


“I think the case of Dr. Graham is 
one of over-education, just the same 
as that of our friend, Mr: Dunnigan.

NEW YORK, Oct. 26.—It has been 
learned that the representatives of the 
Spanish government in this country 
have discovered what is said to be a 
new plot on the part of the sympa- 
thizers with the Cuban insurgents to 
ship ammunition from the United 
States to their compatriots in Cuba. 
The Spanish government's representa- 
tives heard of the scheme some time 
ago and employed a detective agency 
in the city to investigate it. Detectives 
have been watching the operations of 
the insurgents’ friends for three weeks 
and have reported to their employers 
that they have obtained sufficient facts 
to substantiate the original story. 

The friends of the insurgents, accord- 
ing to the story, have sent large con- 
sighments of toys to Havama. These 
toys consist mostly of large and un- 
usually heavy dolls. Their weight is 
accounted for by the detectives, who 
assert that each doll contained a dozen 
rifle cartridges. The last consignment 
of dolls sent from this city to Cuba 
is reported to have contained 400 cart- 
ridges. 


A GUNBOAT SUNK. 
HAVANA, Oct. 25.—(By South Amer- 
loan Cable.) The Spanish gunboat Car- 
idad has been sunk off Cadinas, prov- 
ince of Mantanzas. The crew escaped in 
the boats.

Northwest, today deelared there was @ 
secret compact between Spain and En- 
gland which accounted for the seizure 
of the filibustering expedition in the 
Bahama Islands, by which Spain is to 
furn over the Isle of Pines at the south- 
western end of Cuba in return for En- 
gland’s promises to prevent the fitting 
out of expeditions from her West In- 
dian dependencies.

ANOTHER PROJECT FOR A CA- 


BLE TO HAWAII. 
Sir Audley Coote of Australia Will 
Farnish the Means on & 
Guarantee. 


Senator Proctor on the Probabic 
Reorganisation of the United 
States Senate. 


The Administration and the Rights 
of Cuba—Why the Morgan-line 
Steamships Were Withdrawn— 
Bond Issue Postponed. 


(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 

WASHINGTON O. C.) Oct. 19.— 
There is a good-looking elderly gen- 
tleman of small stature, ruddy 
complexion, white locks and a hearty 
manner stopping at Willard’s, who 
in far away Australia is a per- 
sonage of no small consequence. 
He is Sir Audley Coote, the famous 
builder of railways and layer of sub- 
marine cables. Last year Sir Audiey 
completed the laying of a cable from 
Queensland to New Caledonia, an 
island owned by France, a distance of 
1000 miles. This is only a starter, the 
first section of the great system that 
he hopes and believes he will live to 
see constructed. The route as laid out 
by him proceeds from New Caledonia 
to the Fiji Islands, thence to Samoa, 
thence to Honolulu and thence to San 
Francisco. 

“I am here,” said he, “to enlist Amer- 
ican co-operation in the building of a 
cable from California to the Hawaiian 
Islands. It is 2500 miles long, and will 
cost about $3,500,000. I don’t need a 
penny of United States money, and 
shall not ask it. I will furnish the 
means, lay the wire, operate it, keep 
it in repair and only ask a guarantee 
of the interest on the investment such 
as my home colony gives. This is an 
entirely different proposition from a 
subsidy or bonus, which is a donation 
outright. If the line pays the interest 
then the government is not called on 
for a cent. 

Considering the enormous trade that 
the States have with Hawaii, China 
and Japan and that Hawaii is the key 
to the Pacific, a position of para- 
mount importance when the * Nica- 
raguan Canal is done, it seems clear 
that a cable will be a necessity in the 
near future. That it would do a heavy 
business from the start is equally ap- 
parent. I have already secured the 
passage in the Hawaiian parliament of 
a bill authorizing the cable and ap- 
propriating a yearly payment of $40,000. 
The matter will come before your Con- 
gress at the approaching session,.and 
I hope for equally favorable action on 
this side.“ 

RECOGNITION OF CUBA. 

The sympathy for Cuban insurrec- 
tionists or rebels, whom success will 
turn into patriots or failure into trai- 
tors, can no longer be repressed by 
official promulgations from the Presi- 
dent and Attorney-General. They have 
adopted a conservative policy which is 
approved by such citizens as do not 
wish to see the United States embroiled 
in trouble with any other country. 

That the United States is a govern- 
ment of peace has been amply proven 
in times past by allowing Spain to fire 
on no less than twenty American ships 
off the coast of Cuba and keep up for 
many years a systematic discrimina- 
tion against American merchantmen. 
It was also well demonstrated when 
Ecuador refused to deliver up the 
American citizen Santos, when the 
United States officially and positively 
demanded his release. So peaceful has 
been the policy of preceding adminis- 
trations that Mexico, France, England 
and Cuba have at different times re- 
garded the pr lamentos of the 
United States as matters of no impor- 
tance whatever. The doctrine of non- 
interference and non-combativeness 
based upon a long line of precedents 
has been very fully carried out in the 
Cuban matter. 

It is true that the citizens of the 
United States have held many mass- 
meetings, fitted up filibustering enter- 
prises, supplied money and arms and 
otherwise expressed their sympathy 
with the Cubans and their resentment 
at the Spanish government for the 
many injustices practiced upon Amer- 
ican seamen in Cuban waters, and 
Spain has accused the United States of 
secretly, if not openly, assisting in the 
rebellion, but the government officials 
have done their utmost to quell such 
popular uprisings and have given the 
Spanish Minister the strongest assur- 
ances of non-interference. 

Last night in Washington a very 
large mass-meeting was arranged for 
at Metzerott’s Hall. The hall was 
packed at this preliminary meeting. 
Strong insurrection speeches were 
made by prominent citizens, some of 
whom have not heretofore been sus- 
pected of being Cuban sympathizers. 
The question of granting belligerent 
rights to the Cubans was thoroughly 
discussed and unanimously favored. It 
is the duty of the President to recog- 
nize a government; Congress can only 
pass resolutions suggesting such action, 
Friends of Cuba claim that they have 
two-thirds of the members of the next 
House and a majority of the Senate. 

A recognition of belligerent rights 
will at once give the Cuban form of gov- 
ernment a standing. Then their war 
vessels can sail the seas without being 
captured as pirates. They can enter 
neutral ports for coal and provisions 
and sell their prizes. They claim to be 
much better organized than they were 
at the time of their famous ten-year 
war. Upon the other hand, Spain, 
though its Minister at Washington is 
resurrecting the numerous assurances 
filed almost weekly — 2 1868 to 1878 
that the Cuban rebellion will be crushed 
at once. If anyone wishes to ascer 
the reasons for this opinion they Can 
find them in the published statements 
of twenty years ago and it is unneces- 
sary to repeat them. 

The President’s strong stand in favor 
of royalty in Hawaii allows little ground 
for belief that he will favor a republic 
in Cuba, but the explanations that will 
have to be made to the Spanish govern- 
ment for the uprising in favor of Cuba 
in the national capital will be interest- 
ing reading, as much so as Spain's ex- 
planation of the firing upon the Vir- 
ginius and other vessels, that they did 
not know whether or not the ships’ pa- 
pers were regular and presumably could 
only find out by sinking the ships. 

TAXED TOO HEAVILY. 

United States Consul O'Hara at Grey- 
town has transmitted to the State De- 
partment a report from United States 
Consular Agent Seat at Bluefields, tell- 
ing why the Morgan line steamers have 
been withdrawn rom service between 
Bluefleids and the United States. The 
Nicaraguan government imposed a tax 
of 3 cents a bunch on all bananas ex- 
ported, and, consequently, collected $30,- 
000 last season on this account. This 
fruit is the principal staple export, and 
the steamship company found the tax, 
in addition to most onerous harbor dues 
and restrictions, a burden too great to 
be borne, and withdrew their vessels 
from A port which it had done so much 
to build up. | 

GEN. NELSON A. MILES. 

It is not always that a general who 
has distinguished himself by services 
in the field, and especially among the 
Indians, retains the knowledge of social 
customs necessary to make him a social 


favorite. He may be the lion of society 
on account of his courage and ability, 
but there are points of decorum that 
must be overlooked and excused. Gen. 
Nelson A. Miles, now commander of the 
national army, is a most notable excep- 
tion. As a host, Gen. Miles is exceed- 
ingly gracious; he gives every one a 
comfortable feeling of welcome with- 
out any trace of stiffness usually no- 
ticeable in men of his rank. He has a 
pleasant smile and a hearty handshake 
for every one. He stands as erect asa 
model cadet, and time has made little 
impression on his carriage. Although 
of soldierly bearing, there is a gentle- 
ness and kindness in his appearance as 
delicate as that possessed by any 
woman. Seldom if ever has there been 
a man who so thoroughly combined the 
ability of a Wellington or Grant with 
the graces of a Chesterfield. 


REORGANIZATION OF THE SEN- 
ATE. 


The principal topic in political cir- 
cles is not who will be the nominees 
of the two great political parties for 
the Presidency, as might be expected, 
for the reason that that matter is in 
a choatic condition. It is the reor- 
ganization of the Senate. Upon this 
subject Senator Proctor says: 

“It seems to me that toa very great 
degree, at least, N will be necessary 
for the Republicans to reorganize the 
Senate. But there has been no ar- 
rangement, understand, as has been 
suggested in some quarters, that there 
was an agreement among the Republi- 
can Senators at the close of last s°s- 
sion that there should be no reorgani- 
zation of the Senate at this session ex- 
cept by Republican votes. If there was 
an agreement of that kind, I was not 
a party to it. The Republicans may 
not care to resume the responsibility 
for the reorganization of the Senate 
under existing conditions, but as a 
matter of fact, they cannot avoid the 
consequences of their plurality. The 
Plurality of the Senate, for that mat- 
ter, practically carries control of the 
Senate with it. 

“Control of the Senate, of course, 
would give to the Republicans power 
to initiate legislation, which would be 
an advantage. I do not think that 
the question *of patronage is likely at 
all to enter into this matter. There 
certainly has been no indication of any 
contest upon the part of the Republi- 
can Senators on that question. I have 
heard nothing of any of the rivalries 
of that kind which are spoken of in 
the newspapers. ere certainly is 
nothing in the suggestion that there 
will be an attempt, if the Republicans 
shall reorganize the Senate, to depose 
Senator Morrill from the chairmanship 
of the Committee on Finance. He is 
the senior Republican of that commit- 
tee, and if the Republicans should re- 
gain control of the Senate he will un- 
doubtedly be given the chairmanship 
which he held at the time the Republi- 
cans lost the Senate. 

“I certainly do not see how the Dem- 
ocrats can desire or expect to control 
the Senate, so long as they will not 
have a majority which would make 
that control effective. And there is no 
probability that they will secure such 
a majority. The only may in which 
the Democrats could secure the control 
of the Senate would be by combining 
with all the Populists. That seems to 
me altogether. impracticable. It does 
not appear to me to be possible that 
the Populists as a body will co-operate 
with either party. This is only an as- 
sumption on my part. I have no in- 
formation as to the probable action of 
the parties as a whole, or as to any 
one of them. Nor do I know what at- 
titude Senator Jones and Senator Stew- 
art of Nevada will take, both of whom 
claim to be Populists.

ury, would bring the yellow metal into 
the hands of the government from the 
interior banks, which now hold more 
than their usual share. It might casily 
happen that bids would be made which 
would enable the treasury to distribute 
some of the bonds at home and others 
abroad in such a way as to obtain a 
block of foreign gold in addition to 
what was obtained at home. 

An issue of only $35,000,000, raising 
the aggregate issues since February, 
1894, to $200,000,000, would swell the gold 
reserve to nearly $150,000,000, in the con- 
dition in which it win probably be 
found on January 1, and would put the 
treasury inte a strong position to treat 
with the New York banks for the re- 
sumption of gold payments through the 
clearing-house. This is a step which the 
treasury officials have long been anx- 
ious to see taken, and which would (s- 
tablish a healthy flow of gold back and 
forth through the channels of circula- 
tion in New York. Assurances have 
been given that the leaders of the bond 
syndicate will exert their influence to 
secure the resumption of gold payments 
when they are convinced that the time 
is appropriate. They do not think it 
advisable to make the effort while the 
gold reserve is below $100,000,000 and the 
New York banks are not overstocked 
with gold. 

If the gold reserve should be restored 
to $125,000,000 or more it would be in a 
position to suffer occasional adverse 
balances at the clearing-house without 
danger, and the treasury would possess 
a degree of strength which would be a 
pledge to the banks that gold payments 
were to be maintained and that it was 
not necessary to accumulate gold. It 
might be desirable on some grounds to 
bring $25,000,000 or $35,000,000 in foreign 
gold direct to the United States and pay 
for it in government bonds, which 
would be permanently held abroad. If 
this could be done without exciting 
alarm at the Bank of England, and re- 
sulting in the advance in the discount 
rate there to attract gold from this 


United States a part of her share in the 
gold production of the last ten years. 

The -gold in circulation, or in the 
treasury of the United States, is less 
now, in spite of the growth of the coun- 
try in population and volume of bus- 
iness, than it was five years ago. The 
estimated gold stock of the country on 
October 1 last was $644,317,574, while in 
December 31, 1890, it was $704,100,811, 
The production of the world in the 
mean time has been about $1,200,090,000, 
and the production of the United States 
has been more than $250,000,000. The 
gold supply on January 1 of the past 
six years, the production of gold in the 
United States and the total production 
of the world for the preceding years are 
shown in the following table:

THE NATIONAL ARMY. 


A High Standard of Discipline and 
Efficiency Maintained. 
MEGUCLAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 


Senator Jones has abandoned his rela- 
tions to the Populists and is likely to 
return to the Republicans. I do not 
know how that may be, or how accur- 
ate these reports are. As far Senator 
Stewart, I do not imagine that he is 
so embittered on account of the silver 
controversies that he will act as a rule 
with the Democrats rather than with 
the Republicans. He is, of course, an 
intense silver man, and is the mainstay 
of the silver party. But on all ques- 
tions aside from those which relate to 
silver, Senator Stewart, I should say, is 
an earnest Republican. He is certainly 
opposed at heart and by his record, to 
most of the things for which the Dem- 
ocrats stand, except as regards Silver. 

“Upon the other hand, the Democrats 
confidently assert that they will suc- 
ceed in obtaining the organization of 
the Senate. For the first time in 
history the little State of Nevada 
holds the key to the entire political sit- 
uation, so far as the Senate is con- 
cerned, and Senators Jones and Stewart 
can have anything they want.” 

Mrs. Leland Stanford is here, accom- 
panied by her private secretary, Miss 
Berner, and her maid.

The problem of issuing more bonds to 
maintain the gold reserve is considered 
at the Treasury Department to have 
been definitely postponed until midwin- 
ter. The present state of foreign ex- 
change, and the experience of previous 
years justify the belief that the tide of 
gold will be toward this country, or 
at any rate, not away from it, until the 
close of December. If exports then set 
in in large amounts and the gold re- 
serve has not been substantially built 
up in the mean time, the problem of a 


“pond issue will again become a pressing 


one. There is a strong expectation, 
which cannot yet be said to have be- 
come a firm conviction, that the busi- 
ness situation may be so favorable that 
no new bond issue will be required. 
One of the moving causes of the ex- 
port of gold during the summer was the 
steady pressure of the masses of idle 
paper currency issued under the lezal- 
tender laws and piled up in the New 
York bank reserves.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 25.—The an- 
nual report of Inspector-General Breck- 
inridge of the army shows the army has 
attained a high standard of discipline 
and that the officers generally are com- 
petent. There has been a very marked 
improvement in the character of men 
seeking admission to the ranks and the 
great care with which recruits are 
selected is evident from the fact that 
only about one in eight is found to 
posses the requisite qualifications... In 
one city alone over eight thousand ap- 
plicants for enlistment presented them- 
selves. Practical instruction of com- 
panies and troops on level ground and 
in parade movements are reported as 
thorough and complete. 

It is pointed out that there is need of 
practical work with forces sufficiently 


large to stimulate war conditions, in 
order that the younger officers may be 
given a chance to learn how best to 
apply the theoretical knowledge that 
is gainea at military schools. 

During the past year there was an 
unusual pressure for admission to the 
national home for volunteer soldiers, 
and the several branches of the home 
were crowded to their utmost capacity.

PRINCESS NETA AND HER MERRY 
CHRISTMAS GREETING. 


Trusting Women Who Pat Up Money 
for Exclusive Agencies and 
Boundless Territories—Prosecu- 
tion for Libel Threatened as a 


The Willard Beauty Wonder case con- 
tinued in the United States District 
Court yesterday, with the testimony of 
three more women, who, the prosecu- 
tion claims, were orice on demure Neta 
L's. line and suffered thereby on ac- 
count of Neta’s sisterly words of com- 
fort and cheer. 

The Princess—Neta sailed under that 
name for a short time—sits between 
her counsel, the irrepressible J. Marion 
Brooks and E. C. Bower of the calcu- 
lating, saturnine gaze, and drinks in 
every word of the evidence. ‘The other 
defendants, who apparently, were but 
strings in the very long bow which 
Neta drew so frequently in her unutter- 
ably long and gushing epistle to her 
many agents, sit in the background 
and look just as common and obscure 
as an indictment will permit them to 
be. But Neta is right up in front, 
with the people, so to speak, just as 
she was when she had that office at 
No. 115% North Main street. She sees 
and hears everything said and done 
and her fine features show extreme 
disgust and weariness at the evidence 
being piled up against her. Whenever 
the evidence comes her way”, there 
is a big change. Neta smiles modestly 
and half apologetically, Col. J. Marion 
Brooks grins and then frowns to re- 
gain his dignity, the two whisper to- 
gether over a new “lead” of favorable 
evidence, and, presto, demure Neta’s 
eyes are seen to be fixed on the floor 
as though the weight of resigned mar- 
tyrdom had suddenly returned to her 
delicate littie shoulders and the by-play 
is over. Neta is dramatic and, like the 
missionary in the song, “knows her 
business.” 

Mes. Minnie M. Stephens of Gilroy 
was the first witness for the prosecu- 
tion yesterday morning. She noticed 
an advertisement in the Gilroy Advo- 
cate, signed “Nita L. Willard, Los An- 
geles,“ in August last, for women to do 
work at home for $15 a week. She 
wrote to Mrs. Willard and received a 
reply which, witness said, was similar 
to the first letter received by Mary V. 
Bond of Colusa. With the letter came 
circulars, newspaper clippings and a 
“cash certificate’ for $1. She wrote 
again to Mrs. Willard and the represen- 
tations made in the reply received by 
her were of the same general character 
as those held out to Miss Bond. Wit 
ness finally sent $10 after Mrs. Willard 
had suggested that she pawn her 
watch to raise $42 for a gross of 

“Beauty Wonder.” She received fifteen 
bottles of the Wonder“ for the money 
and the name of twelve supposititious 
agents who were to turn over all their 
orders to Mrs. Stephens. The pre- 
tended agents lived in all parts of the 
State except Gilroy and none of them 
were known to Mrs. Stephens. Not aat- 
isfied with the result of her venture 
the witness had written to Mrs. Willard 
a discouragingly-composed letter and 
received a reply to “brace up.” Her dis- 
content grew and finally Mrs. Willard 
warned her that Justice of the Peace 
F. A. Willard would prosecute her for 
criminal libel. This letter as well as 
one other were signed with some wn- 
intelligible name. Mrs. Willard, during 
the correspondence, told her that Mrs. 
Laura Dixon of Gilroy had agreed to 
take Mrs. Stephens's stock of the Won-

She afterward sent Mrs 
Willard $22.25, of which $1.25 was ta 
square her on the books, and $21 to 
pay for half a gross of the wonder, 
She had then sold the first fifteen bot- 
tles.

"THREE HANDICAPS.” 


The Portland Telegram is of opinion 
that the National Republican Conven- 
tion will not come to California, and 
names the following “three handicaps,” 
which it says the California metropolis 
carries in the race: 

“Remoteness from the great centers 
of population. 

“Inability to properly 


accommodate 
the mighty throng that the convention 
would bring. 


“Prevalence of a financial sentiment 
to which the directors of the Republi- 
can party are opposed.” . 

The Portland paper regards the third 
of these “handicaps” as the most seri- 
ous. It says that public sentiment in 
California is so “wedded to financial 
fallacy that divorce is almost out of 
the question.” All of which shows 
how little the Portland paper really 
knows about the matter. If the Re- 
publican National Convention does not 
come to California—and the prospects 
that it will come are certainly not 
very brilliant—it will be principally 
because of the first handicap named 
—the remoteness of San Franciscb 
from the greater centers of popula- 
tion. If it were not for this geo- 
graphical fact, San Francisco could 
doubtless secure the convention with- 
out much difficulty. 

The “handicap” which the Oregon 
paper regards as most serious is no 
handicap at all. The National Repub- 
lican Convention will, without ques- 
tion, adopt a sound-money platform, 
irrespective of the locality in which 
the convention is held. It is absurd 
to suppose that the financial senti- 
ment assumed to be prevalent in a 
community would have weight in de- 
termining for or against the holding 
of the convention in such community. 


The idea is too nonsensical for serious 


discussion. 

Furthermore, the supposition that a 
majority of the people of California 
believe in the free-coinage fallacy is 
gratuitous and a mere assumption. 
Those free-coinage extremists who 
think the voters of this State would 
support their impracticable schemes 
at the ballot-box will learn their griev- 
ous mistake when the question is 
brought to a test. California is still 
loyal to the Republican party, and will 
stand firmly by sound money, as by 
other Republican principles, when the 
issues are presented for determination 
at the polis. | 

As regards the Portland paper’s sec- 


ond “handicap,” it is of no conse- 


quence. Give the convention to San 
Francisco, or to any California city of 
over ten thousand inhabitants, and the 
necessary accommodations would be 
amply provided. 


Although the framers of the Cali- 
fornia Constitution evidently intended 
that the President pro tempore of the 
Senate should become Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor in case of a vacancy in that of- 
fice, they failed to incorporate such a 
provision in the fundamental law. The 
Constitution provides that the Presi- 
dent pro tem.of the Senate shall act as 
Governor in certain contingencies, but 
not that he shall act as Lieutenant- 
Governor. No _ specific provision is 
made for filling a vacancy in the latter 
office, hence Gov. Budd announces his 
intention to appoint a successor to the 
late Lieutenant-Governor Millard, un- 
der sec. 8 of art. 5 of the Constitu- 
tion, which empowers the Governor to 
“grant a commission,” or, in other 
words, to fill a vacancy by appointment, 
when no mode is provided by the Con- 
stitution or by law for filling such 
vacancy. Gov. Budd announces that 
he will appoint W. T. Jeter of Santa 
Cruz, who ran with him on the Demo- 
cratic ticket, to the office of Lieuten- 
ant-Governor. The Governgr, it ap- 
pears, is technically vested with power 
to make the appointment, although 
the seeming intent of the Constitution 
was that the President pro tem. of 
the Senate should act as Lieutenant- 
Governor in case of a vacancy.

It is stated that there is no city or- 
dinance regulating the speed of street- 
cars in Los Angeles. If.such is the 
case an ordinance should be passed at 
once. The speed at which some of the 
electric cars run on the busy streets 
is a menace to life and limb. Now that 
the good work of suppressing fast rid- 
ing (of bicycles) has begun, it should 
be prosecuted thoroughly and impar- 
tially, so as to apply to all vehicles. 
A trolley-car running at fifteen or

streets is far more dangerous to the 
public than is a bicycle running at 
the same rate of speed. The law 
should be no respecter of persons nor 
vehicles.

_ NORTHERN PACIFIC. 


Jim Hill Says a Decision Will Come 
His Way—The Intention of the 
Vanderbilts Has Been Disclosed 
on Local Authority. 


YING TO GET ONE 
LAIM CONFIDENCE. 


A Los Angeles evening paper has it 
on good authority—presumably from a 
resident passenger agent—that the 
Vanderbilts really have designs on the 
acquisition of a transcontinental line, 
and intend to take up the Central Pa- 
cific. With due respect to the en- 
nounced authority. who is “high in the 
confidence of this syndicate,” it can be 
said that the story itself is not rew, 
but as yet lacks the essential of official 
confirmation. For years it has been re- 
ported in railroad and financial circles 
that the Vanderbilts, who acquire and 
hold good railroads for family property 
rather than for stock jobbing purposes, 
had an ambition to own a line reaching 
from the Atlantic to the Pacific. Some 
day this ambitious desire may be 
achieved, but there does not seem to be 
a likelihood of it comi to pass imme- 
diately. The Los Angeles man who as- 
sumes to speak with authority on the 
intentions of the Vanderbilts may be a 
2 guesser, but he may not hi ow it 
all. 


NORTHERN PACIFIC RECEIVERS. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 25.—The matter of 
the Northern Pacific receivers was 
called by Judge Lacombe in the United 
States Circuit Court in the Federal 
building today. This argument is upon 
the motion of the Farmers’ Joan and 
Trust Company to have the court ac- 
cept the resignations of MeSsrs. Cakes, 
Payne and Rouse as receivers of the 
Northern Pacific Railway, and for the 
appointment in their places of Frank 
G. Bigelow and Edward W. McHenry, 
who had first been appointed by Judge 
Jenkins in Wisconsin, and subsequently 
before Judge Sanborn in Minnesota. 

Herbert Turner, for the Farmers’ 
Loan and Trust Company, asked that 
the court appoint one receiver who shall 
have the confidence of all moneyed 
men and all railway men in New Vork. 
and he suggests the name of Robert M. 
Gallaway, who was for ten years presi- 
dent of the Manhattan Rallway, and 18 
now president of the Merchants’ Na- 
tional Bank. 

Mr. Cardoso, for the vondhclders, 
protested against an increase in*the 
number of receivers. Silas H. Pettit, 
general counsel for the Northern Pa- 
cific Company, argued for a uniform 
receivership: 

Lacombe said: I would eu- 

st that you get the genticmen in the 

est to agree upon some personnel. If 
they would select it would be far.more 
likely to result satisfactorily than if I 
thrust a man in. Let counsel represent- 
ing every interest unite n a letter to 
the courts of the Seventh and Ninth 
circuits to settle upon a persounel rep- 
resenting every circult througn wich 
the road runs. That would be no in- 
fringement of judicial dignity. Or, I 
will myself write to the judges to urge 
them to get a pers nnel. If the coun- 
seld sends such a letter, I Will indorse 
it readily.” 

In the meantime the motion went over 
until next week. 

President Brayton Ives of the North- 
ern Pacific tonight gave to the press 
the following statement: 

“A conference of the highest im- 
portance to Northern Pacific interests 
was held today, President Brayton 
Ives, Mr. Turner, counsel for the Farm- 
ers’ Loan and Trust Company; Mr. Car- 
doza, representing the second mortgage 
bondholders, and Col. Pettit, the coun- 
sel for the railway, being present. After 
a long conference all parties agreed to 
accept R. M. Galloway, and decided 
upon united action in regard to the 


other receiverships. As it is there will 


be soon a united, harmonious receiver- 
ship conducti the affairs of the 
Northern Pacific Company, which are 
now in the hands of five receivers. The 
resignation of the old tri receiver- 
ship also remains for action by Judge 
Lacombe and others. It is understood 
that in accordance with this settlement 
there will be only three receivers. Mr. 
Burleigh of Seattle will no doubt con- 
tinue to act as such, while Mr. Gallo- 
way will be in charge of the New York 
interests. The name of the third re- 
ceiver has not been intimated with cer- 
tainty.”

INSPECTION OF MILK. 


Lack of Gruss Increases Temptation 
to Water It. 2 

“Only a small proportion of the men 
selling milk in town have complied with 
the ordinance requiring them to take 
out licenses,” said Milk Inspector 
Blackington yesterday. 

“Every one of them is required to 
take out & license, which may be ob- 
tained free of charge at the Health 
Office. Such a license is good from the 
time it is obtained till the May follow- 
ing. There are thirty-one men who 
have thus registered, but there are 
about 150 who should register.” 

He further said that after the ist of 
November he intended to commence 
making arrests under the ordinance in 
cases where milkmen have been noti- 
fied, but have neglected to comply with 
the requirements. 

The samples of milk taken from deal- 


ers of late, said he, have not been as 


as they were some time ago. 
bably this condition of things is 
due to the lack of good pasturage, 
which condition is likely to be im- 
proved as soon as the grass starts 


n. 

Of the samples recently examined a 
1 proportion have shown either 
that the milk had been watered or else 
had been skimmed. It will be likely to 
go hard with the man whose milk, on 
a second examination, is found to be im 
either of these conditions. . 
The mik inspector, it will be under- 
stood, has the power conferred by or- 
dinance to demand a sample of milk 
from any dealer he may meet. A few 
of the dealers who did not understand 
this have ‘objected at various times to 
giving, samples. 

15 2 ition to the other apparatus in 
the tésting room in the City Hall there 
has been obtained an instrument 
known as a lactoscope, with which to 
ascertain the percentage of butter fat 
a given sample of milk may contain. 
While possibly not as accurate as the 
Babcock tester, it is so small that it 
may be readily carried about and only 
a moment is required to make the test. 

The instrument consists of a glass 
graduated tube with one end closed. 
From the closed end there projécts into 
the tube a piece of glass containing 
some sharp black lines. The sample of 
milk is poured into the tube amd water 
is gradually added until the black lines 
are visible through the mixture of milk 
and water. 

The height of the mixture in the tube 
determines the percentage of butter fat 
in the sample of milk, for the richer 
the milk is in butter-fat the more im- 
pervious it is to light, and the more 
water has to be mixed with it to make 
it sufficiently transparent for the lines 
to be seen through it.

CITY JAIL GYMNASIUM, 


Merely a Feature of Room for Quar- 
tering Officers. 

A little misunderstanding seems to 
have developed in regard to the plans 
for the room in the new city jail, men- 
tioned as the gymnasium. 


This room, Building Superintendent 
Strange says, was not intended merely 
as & gymnasium, but the principal pur- 
pose of it was to be used as quarters 
for the officers in case of a riot or any- 
thing in that line rendering it neces- 
sary for a reserve force of officers to 
remain there over night. Its use as a 
Symnasium would be only incidental. 

The plans for the building as drawn 
provide for a considerable number of 
célls in excess of what it is expected 
will be immediately needed. If only 
such cells as are required be put in at 
first a considerable saving can be ef- 
fected, and the additional cells may be 
put in when needed by means of a 
subsequent appropriation. 


Limited Office Hours. 

A large number of the people taking 
out building and plumbing permits. do 
not appear to understand the neces- 
sity of the officers issuing such ae 
mits having limited office hours. The 
Building Superintendent and the 
plumbing inspector both have to give 
the entire forenoon to the making of 
inspections about town. Their office 
hours are from 1:30 p.m. to 3:30 p.m., 
and one, or both of them, is frequentl 
at the office before the time fix 
After their office hours there is more 
or less other inspecting to do, and this, 
together with the keeping of the neces- 
sary books, keeps them busy till night.

Trial of Kennett Continued Until

A Difficult Position. 


Henry Childers and Wfll Davis, ar- 
raigned yesterday before Justice Young 
on the charge of grand larceny, are in 
about as peculiar and hard a posi- 
tion as it is possible for two young men 
to be placed in.

For dried fruit the demand has not 
been quite so lively as producers had 
hoped to see it by this time. For 
prunes there has been of late an active 
demand in the East for the large sizes. 
Sales of Santa Clara fruit have been 
made during the past ten days at 
prices ranging from 3% to zu cents for 
large sizes. For dried apples there is 
little demand at 4 to 4% cents for the 
choicest quality. Apricots are about 
the same as they have been for the 
past couple of weeks. The demand for 
peaches is confined to fancy qualities, 
which have been selling up north at 
from 5 to 5% cents f. o. b. 

The demand for 
good. 
prices will be maintained much longer. 
as the European crop is now beginning 
to come on the market. 

Advices from Italy in regard to the 
lemon and orange crops state that the 
lemon crop in the Palermo district this 
year is an exceedingly large one—at 
least twice as large as last year's 
crop. Owing to the drought and small 
insects, however, the fruit is not of 
as good quality. Shipments of new 
fruit are now beginning. While it is 
early 40 judge as to oranges, it is Im- 
probable that they will be as abundant 
as last year, which, however, does not 
signify a scarcity, nor even a lack of 
ability to supply any drafts made on 
the district. Of the total average Ital- 
jan. crop of 10,000,000 boxes of oranges 
and lemons, 3,000,000 go to the United 
States. 

The shipments of oranges from Mex- 
{eo promise to be larger this year than 
for some time past, the production hav- 
ing been stimulated by the destruc- 
tion ot the Florida crop. The United 
States Consul at Matamoras reported 
several months ago to Washington as 
follows: 

“The export of oranges and fruits in 
consequence of the freeze in Florida 
during the past winter, will be largely 
increased from Victoria, Tampico and 
Linares. . Inquiries from American mer- 
chants are being made through this 
Consulate for Mexican oranges, and if 
a line of fast steamers were put on 
between Tampico and Galveston (three 
days,) the gulf coast of Mexico would

its production of early vegetables and 
tropical fruit.” : 

Barley quotations continue low, and 
growers would show no inclinaticn to 
sell at present prices were it not for 
the fact that so many of them are in 
debt, arid are forced to realize on their 
crops for the best they can get, even 
when they feel certain that there will 
be a considerable advance in the near 
future. 

In the general produce market eggs 
and butter have remained encourag- 
~ ingly firm for some time past, and the 
outlook is excellent for the winter sea- 
gon. Producers are figuring on a 
largely increased demand for all such 
articles of consumption, as the im- 
pression is firmly established that the 
immigration to Los Angeles this sea- 
son to be larger that it has been for 
many years.

The busi- 
ness is one which is especially adapted 
to women. Several women are making 
a good living in this industry, notably 
in Santa Barbara and San Diego coun- 
tles. 

The Santa Clara Valley has been 
growing garden seeds for more than 
twenty years. The first prominent 
grower for market was R. W. Wilson 
of Rochester, N. I., who began seed 
culture in 1875, working the business 
up to a farm of fifty acres, when he 
sold-out to Kellogg & Morse. This 
firm continued the business for ten 
years or so, when Mr. Kellogg retired. 

A Santa Clara correspondent of the 
American Florist recently gave the fol- 
lowing information im regard to the 
operations of this firm: 

“One of the specialties of this firm 
has been onion seed. By continued se- 
lection from a Spanish stock known as 
Spanish King, the well-known prize- 
taker was produced, and similar im- 
provements in self-blanching’ celery 
have been obtained in the same way. 
This progression is secured by careful 
selection and watchfulness. Thus, in 
a field of cabbage we notice many tall 
whife stalks standing. These marked 
some of the most perfect heads, the 
seed from these being gathered separ- 
ately and reserved for stock. Every 
head of lettuce that is not a fixed type 
of the variety grown is ‘rogued out,’ 
so that the quality does not deteriorate, 
but improves. 

“The same thing is done with car- 
rots, parsnips, turnips, radishes, spin- 
ach, kohl-rabi, and every other seed 
raised here. Morse & Co. make no ef- 
fort to raise cheap seed, quality being 
their object. The same is done with 
flower seeds. This firm makes a spe- 
cialty of sweet peas, the new dwarf 
sweet pea, Cupid, being one of their 
productions. The principal farm of 
this firm is situated a few miles west 


‘of Santa Clara, and this comprises a 


tract of 1400 acres of level alluvial 
soil, drained by open ditches, Several 
artesian wells on the highest side fur- 
nish water whenever it is needed, but 
irrigation is not often required, the 
soil being retentive of moisture. 

“On visiting the place we first see 
a big acreage of lettuce; then the mon- 
otony is broken by a patch of sweet 
pea, Katherine Tracy. Next is a large 
patch of ctlery, followed by the sweet 
pea, Cupid, which blooms so profusely 
that it looks like a field of snow. The 
employees of the farm represent var- 
ied nationalities, among them a num- 
ber of Chinese who have been with Mr. 
Morse ever since he has been in the 
business. They understand every de- 
tail of care and culture, and can dis- 
tinguish all the delicate differences of 
varieties. As we go along farther tur- 
nips, cabbage and kohl-rabi show them- 
selves in yellow, and onions by the 
acre, bearing tall stalks with great 
white heads. The parsnips and celery 
stand higher than a man, and are like 
an impenetrable forest. 

“Harvesting is now at its height. 
The long seasons here permit perfect 
ripening. The entire absence of rain 
in summer enables the seed to be sun- 
dried, properly cured, and threshed 
without danger. The trial grounds are 
situated in Santa Clara, and the more 
delicate flower seeds are raised on the 
same place. Morse & Co. are also 
growing some seeds this year at Los 


. Gatos, below Santa Clara; they have 


quite a large acreage of onions at this 
place, and are also trying asters. 

“Mr. Lester Morse, who has just re- 
turned from a European trip, states 


that in Germany and France they are 


away behind in sweet peas: He says 
they still cling to the older sorts, and 
are reluctant to give them up for the 
newer Eckfords, which cost so much 
more to grow and keep up to the stand- 
ard set by their originator. 

“A large brick warehouse at Santa 
Clara is used for storage and the trans- 
action of business. Most ef the East-

Farming and Business. 

It is a common thing to hear farmers 
complain of the small chance they rave 
to make anything beyond a bare livirg, 
and sometimes not even that. They 
compare their lot unfavorably with that 
of business men in the city, forgetting 
that a large proportion of the business 
men do not make any more than a fair 
living, While a great many do not 
make even that. but fail in business and 
go to the wall. 

One reason why the farmer is not 
more generally successful is undoubt- 
edly because he does not carry on his 
operations in a businesslike manner. 
How many farmers keep books to show 
them just what they expend and what 
they take in? How many farmers know 
the exact cost of anything they sell? It 
is the exception when a farmer keeps 
careful accounts of this description, yet 
what would be thought of a business 
man who failed to do so? The conse- 
quence is that many farmers sell prod- 
uc.s below what a writer in a Southern 
paper calls the “dead line,” that is to 
say, below the actual cost of the crop 
to the farmer, supposing all the neces- 
sary expenses of raising that crop to be 
reckoned. The writer in question has 
the following sensible remarks cn this 
subject in the Southern Cultivator: 

“In farming, there is a certain outlay 
in the ferm of labor, food, investments 
in stock, implements, etc., essential to 


cultivating any given piece of land. 
This is necessary expense. The profit 


on a crop is what the erop brings over“ 


and above this necessary outlay. The 
dead line runs along the limit of neces- 
sary expense. If, in any cage, the crop 
does not come up to this limit, the 
farmer falls below the dead line, and 
is a loser. 


“Traveling, as I do, a great deal, and 
noticing the farms as I go, nothing has 


would lend money to a man who will 
not pay it back with interest. There is 
not @ particle of doubt that $1,000,000 a 
year, in good, hard work, is thrown 
away by Georgia farmers, on ground 
oo lies on the wrong side of the dead 
e. 

. “Before planting any piece of ground 
a sensible farmer should calculate on 
average seasons, and see whether there 
is any profit for him in cultivating that 
land. The remedy for this waste of 
farming under the dead line, is fertiliz- 
ers, and the best fertilizer is brains. 
Brains, rightly used, will convert run- 
down fields into fruitful farms. Farm- 
ers need to be as thoughtful, intelll- 
gent and progressive as any other class 
of citizens.” 


Canaigre. 
The Times is in receipt of an inquiry 
regarding the cultivation and charac- 
teristics of canaigre, the tanning plant 
regarding which so much has been pub- 
lished of late. The Times has already 
announced that preparations were un- 
der way for the cultivation of several 
thousand acres in canaigre at Rialto 
in San Bernardino county. Recent ad- 
vices from that section indicate that 
there havé been some hitches in the ar- 
rangements. However, in several other 
sections experiments are to be made 
with canaigre on a large scale, and there 
seems to be little doubt that before long 
it will take its place among the Impor- 
tant farm products of this section. 
Some time ago The Times published 
extracts from a report made by investi- 
gators in New Mexico, where this plant 
grows extensively in a wild state. The 
full facts are gathered from reports of 
the University of Arizona and from the 
general manager of the Tanning Extract 
Company at Deming, N. M. For the 
illustrations accompanying this article 
The Times is indebted to the California 
Cultivator: 
“While the wild growth is confined to 
the sands and sandy loamis (in Artzona.) 
we find that if the roots are planted 
shallow and irrigated, equally large 
crops are produced on quite heavy soils, 
and the roots are as rich in tannic acid. 
“It does not seem to matter seriously 
when the roots are planted. Roots one 
inch and less in diameter give best re- 
sults for seed. The seed should be 
placed perpendicularly, twelve inches 
apart in the rows, which should be 
twenty-four to thirty inches apart. The 
ground should be well tilled, plowed 
deep and put in first-class condition. 
Water should be applied every month 
or two, and between the rows rather 
than by flooding. The only cultivation 
necessary is to keep the crop free from 
weeds and run the cultivator between 
the rows after irrigation. 
“Harvesting is done in the same man- 
ner as potatoes, but the roots can be 
left in the ground a year or more, as 
the tubers will not rot, but will con- 
stantly increase in weight and value. 
“It has no insect enemies or disease 
known. Neither frost, heat nor drouth 
will destroy ‘it. 
“The first crop is estimated to aver- 
age ten tons per acre with good culti- 
vation, and subsequent crops from 
fifteen to twenty tons, the latter being 
the maximum, 
“The Deming, N. M., factory is paying 


Estimates have placed the cost of one 
dozen eggs at as high a figure as 12 
cents, but some experiments find 
the-cost to be 6 cents. At the experi- 
ment stations, where every pound of 
food is weighed and but little waste 
material can be used, the cost is greater 
than the average on the farms. 


STOCK 


We may anticipate a considerable 
number of European buyers in the 
Eastern centers toward the close of our 
trotting season; and in fact during the 
autumn and winter months. Many 
American horses are being constantiy 
shipped to Europe by firms engaged in 
that business, but there are a large 
number of individual purchasers who 
like to make these purchases for them- 
selves on the breeding grounds, and 
there should be more of this class com- 
ing to America to buy this season than 
heretofore, the extremely-brilliant rac- 
ing of the year being the greatest pos- 
sible incentive. | 7 


Suggestions to Hog-growers. 


(Southern Cuiltivator:) As a means 
of lessening the losses from contagious 
diseases, and otherwise contributing 
to the more profitable raising of hcgs, 
the following suggestions may be made, 
which the practical farmer can apply 
in accordance with the facilities at his 
disposal: 

1. A more liberal supply of food 
(grains or grasses other than the weeds 
of the prairies or woods) is needed 
during the summer months. 

2. The water supply should be from 
wells where possible; otherwise, from 
running streams, and not stagnant

3. Only a Umited amount of range 
should be allowed at one time, and 


| this changed several times during the 


year. Hogs should not be pastured 
on the same field in successive years. 

4. By proper fences each farmer 
should keep his hogs on his own farm, 
and his neighbor's out of it. This is 
especially necessary when disease is 
in the neighborhood. 

When a contagious disease aprears 
among hogs, the most Important thing 
to be attended to, and that which is 
most frequently neglected, is to sep- 
arate the weil from the sick enimals 
at once. is has usually been done 
by removing those as yet unaffected 
to another pasture or lot, not, as is 
sometimes done, by taking out the 
sick and leaving the well where they 
are. If any more become sick, a fur- 
ther separation will be necessary.

son, Thomas James and Jose Figueroa, 
visitors, $20 each. The two visitors 
who escaped from thé custody of the 
court, Thursday afternoon, have not 
yet been apprehended. All but two of 
those fined, paid over their money, or 
let their bail be applied. The remain- 
ing two will serve twenty days in 
jail, unless friends come to the rescue 
and pay their fines. 

Besides the fines, the proprietors of 
the gambling outfit that was captured 
are additionally heavy losers, as the 
expensive roulette table and other para- 
phernalia are confiscated.

CAMBLING STOPPED. 


GAMES OF CHANCE AT THE FAIR 
SHUT UP. 


Sheriff Barr Enforces the Law Upon 
the Subject—The Board of 
Directors’ Action. 


Fast Time Made Yesterday in the 
Handicap Races—Coast Record 
Almost Broken. 


Stam B. an Easy Winner in the Only 
Trotting Race of the Day—Ot- 
tinger’s Splendid Perform- 
ance—Algregor a Winner. 


A hitherto prominent feature of the 
fair at Agricultural Park was conspic- 
uous yesterday by its absence. Sheriff 
Burr stretched out his arm of authority 
yesterday, and before the gambling 
games Opened up, the doughty Sheriff. 
filed a little notice upon the gentlemen 
who manipulate the wheel of fortune, 
the roulette table and the game of craps 
to the effect that an observance of the 
law governing games of chance would 
be relished by the authorities, and that 


is why the stentorian tones of the loud- 


mouthed, loud-voiced and loudly- 
dressed wheel-of-fortune man were not 
heard yelling, Number 2!" and “The 
red wins!“ and Even money on the 
black!” According to Sheriff Burr, he 
allowed the games to run the fore part 
of the week from pure kindness of 
heart, not wishing to deprive the asso- 
clation of the $300 a day revenue which 
the gamblers paid for the privilege of 
swindling the foolish portion of the pub- 
lic. But, so the Sheriff declares, a dis- 
agreement arose between the directors 
and gamblers as to the percentage the 
association should have for its lease of 
the gambling privileges, and then Sher- 
iff Burr settled the difficulty by entore- 
ing the law which regulates the opera- 
tion of games of chance. 

Sheriff Burr says that in the forenoon 
of yesterday, after he had closed the 
gambling games, the association’s board 
of directors met and adopted unani- 
mously a set of resolutions, the gist of 
which is that games of chance shall not 
be allowed to run during the progress 
of the fair. The only betting now al- 


lowed on the grounds is the buying of 
pools on the races. 


UNFINISHED PAUTING, 2:25 CLASS. 
The grandstand was “a sea of faces“ 
and the crowd around the track was 
four deep, when the judges called the 
horses out for the third heat of the 
unfinished 2:25 pace. The first two 
heats of this race, paced on Thursday, 
were won by Babe Marion and Al- 
greggor; time, 2:17% and 2:15%.

“Peoplé, with no experience in bus- 
iness,often think merchandising is like 
a mint for making money. They hear 
of a profit of 26 to 30 per cent. marked 
on @ Une of commodities sold at the 
retail store, And visions of growing mil- 
ons in yellow gold dazzle their eyes. 
Indeed, in too many instances, business 

n are prone to think that a profit 
aay 20 per cent. is quite sufficient to 
1 them rich, and wonder why it is 
that at the. end of a year they are no 
Setter off than at the beginning 

Pehaps if everything sold in the store 
were made to pay a profit of 25 per 
cent. it would be all right; provided, too, 
that all who buy goods from the mer- 
chant pay promptly, or even pay at all, 

But as a matter of fact, none of ihese 

conditions prevail. In the first place 
there are a number of commodities that 
pay no profit, as, for example, sugar, 
which is sold at cost. Indeed, sugar 
nets a loss unless the merchant is very 
careful. He sells it at cost, and in too 
many instances does not take into ac- 

nt the drying-out process which it 
undergoes while in the store. Again it 
is difficult to weigh out sugar in small 
papoels and- get the full weight marked 
on the barrel out of it, even where there 
is.no drying-out process to take into ac- 


ceunt.
